While working at the bench I Agreed with all my fellow 
workers and pais that the church-going-people were a kit of 
hypocrites and only wanted to get me in for what they could 
get out of me, but to please my wife-*—which 'every ma«*ied 
man should try to do—I went with her to church. 
., 


Good People Inside of Churches 


I went to church four or ftve years before I could really 


believe that there were so many good people inside of the 
churches. Gradually I became convinced that their guiding 
thoughts and teachings were to do good—to help those that 
were worthy of help and good fellowship. I tried to make 
myself belieVe that this could not be true, but finally just had 
to see the real meaning of the work of the church and the 
teachings of Christ. Then it dawne'd on me that I was doing 
wrong to stay on the outside and that my place was on the in- 
side to take my part and lend a helping hand. I finally want- 
ed to belong to such a wonderful organization for good and 
right teachings and counted it a great privilege. 


We have heard a great deal about the troubles between 
capiatl and labor. If both or all were 
Christian-principled 


men do you suppose you would hear anything? 
Take, for 


example, one of the companies of which I am president, the 
Reo Motor Car Company. 
This company is employing over 


five thousand men, and I believe we have the largest percent- 
age of church-going and Christian men of any corporation in 
the country. During this company's life such a thing as labor 
trouble has been unknown; and if a labor agitator comes 
around to poison the minds of the men and make them dis- 
satisfied with their employers the men won't listen to him. 


Business Men As Christians 


In my acquaintance with the business world, having start- 


ed out making steam engines and then invented and pioneered 
the gasoline engine and automobile, I have been brought in 
contact with thousands of manufacturers and business men 
from Maine to ^California. 
I find that about nine-tenths of 


them are Christian men. Now, suppose all of our employers in 
the states would put up a notice to their employees to the ef- 
fect that their companies would favor church-going or Chris- 
ian-principled people, would not this be a wonderful starter 
for good? Don't you think the light of the high example of 
the United States would shine all over the world? I know 
it would. 


Understand me, I am not in favor of forcing religion on 


anyone—just want to get them to see and know the truth for! 
themselves; that the people inside the church are the kind 
they would enjoy, and that the teachings of Christ are worth 
their while; that they would be greatly benefited^by coming in 
contact with people who regularly attend a church, whether! 
they are members or not. Whether any_ man, woman or child 
should become a church member or a" Christian is entirely 
for them to decide, but I do believe we should use our influ- 
ence to get them to know the truth and to see what the church 
is doing for the world and the people of this land of ours— 
that they are the right kind of people to know. To meet them 
as brothers and sisters on an equal plane would give them a 
different look at life and would help them to be happy and 
contented and learn how to apply the Golden Rule—to do by 
each other as they would have others do unto them. 


The church society has not always been perfect, but gen- 


erally nine-tentns good is a very fair average.

These delegates, 
or a large number of them, admitted 
upon the floor of the convention, af- 
ter having heard the arguments for 
and against the resolution, they were 
convinced that in justice to all con- 
corned, the increase should be allow- 
ed, yet they felt in duty 
bound 
to 


carry out their instructions and vote 
against the resolution. They were of 
the opinion, however, as they expres- 
sed themselves that if the question 
was carried back to their local unions 
and explained to the members there- 
of, that it would carry by large ma- 
jorities. On a final call for 
vote 


upon the resolution there was almost 
an equal division of delegates. Eigh- 
ty-four delegates voted against the 
resolution and eighty-two voted for 
the resolution, which would have in- 
creased 
the salaries had it carried 


This was a remarkably close vote and 
indicated that if it had not been for 
the instructed delegates the resolu- 
tion would have carried by a large 
majority. 


Immediately after the defeat of the 


resolution another resolution was of- 
fered authorizing that a referendum 
•ote of the members io£ the various 
unions he had. 
This resolution pro- 


•ides $1.15 per day for Checkweigh- 
men and $30.00 monthly for otecers 
and the whole question will now go 
back to the members of the ditsrict, 
for final decision. 


Other 
resolutions „ offered 
and 


adopted with brief discussion, provide 
that in the event the proposition car- 
ries favoring the increase that the 
increase be eifective March 1st, 1921 
Also, that an assessment of 25 cents 
each two weeks be collected for the 
purpose of meeting extra salary 
costs. 


An amendment that provided for a 


change in the constitution was also 
adopted. It stipulates that hereafter 
calsl for special conventions can be 
-made only when locals embracing a 
membership of 10,000 members shall 
ask for the special convention. Here- 
tofore it has been possible for twenty 
locals to demand a F special conven- 
tion. As there are many small locals 
in the district, it was possible for a
